EDMONTON.—June 2nd was pay 


ada and Great Britain. 

From coffers swelled with oil 
funds, the Alberta Government paid 
off $14,486,000 in Canadian deben- 
tures and $4,091,000 in sterling stock. 
Another $1,182,000 issue in United 
States pay debentures, held by the 
provincial ‘government itself, also 
was retired, 

Altogether, the redemption of 
bonds completed cut $19,759,000 from 
Alberta's provincial debt. 

Meanwhile at New York, refunding 
of $59,885,000 of United States pay 
bonds carrying 3% per cent, interest 
was completed. The new bond issue, 
which covers the indebtedness, car- 
ries interest rates of less than three 
per cent. 

As a result of the debt-reorganiza- 
tion and payment of Canadian and 
British-held bonds, Alberta will save 
$22,000,000. Total funded and guar- 
anteed debt of the province is $101,- 
227,000. In 1936 it was $148,613,000.

WASHINGTON.—Public discussion 
of mutual problems is an American 
custom as old as the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization at its fifth general 
meeting in Florence, Italy, is present- 
ing some sobering facts on “Food 
and People”. 

One is that famine and starvation 
still ride over the earth, causing half 
of the world’s 2.3 billion people to 
suffer from hunger and undernourish- 
ment. Another is that this world 
population is growing more rapidly 
than food production is expanding. 
Still another is that world peace and 
security depend in large measure 
upon the ability of nations to provide 
enough food for their people. 

“Never was there a time in history 
when so much seemed to hinge on 
the world’s ability to feed, clothe and 
house its people,” asserted M. L. Wil- 
son, director of extension work in 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, when the National commis- 
sion launched its “Food and People” 
program, 

“We are almost in general agree- 
ment that the future of our demo- 
cratic way of life is closely related 
to our ability to raise the standards 
of living in many nations.” 

UNESCO's “Food and People” dis- 
cussion program is one of six proj- 
ects for community action to which 
the United States National commis- 
sion has given priority. You can ap- 
preciate the value and importance of 
the other five: J 

Education About the United Na- 
tions: Since its formation, the Na- 
tional commission has strived to en- 
courage the teaching of international 
understanding in schools and colleges, 
and the holding of student confer- 
ences, institutes and workshops on 
United Nations problems. 

Human Rights: A continuing proj- 
ect is the distribution of information 
about the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights and the encourage- 
ment of .community projects to 
achieve its purposes, 

Exchange of Persons: Co-operating 
with the state department's office of 
educational exchange, the National 
commission has helped develop such 
co-operative educational aids through- 
out the world as fellowship, scholar- 
ships and grants-in-aid. 


Educational Reconstruction: War- 
devastated countries in 1949 received 
$24,000,000 in money, services and 
materials contributed by United Na- 
tions organizations, During the pre- 
ceding three years, this amount was 
$214,000,000. 

Improvement of Teaching Materi- 
als: All of UNESCO's 63 member na- 
tions have been asked to re-examine 
their teaching materials, to include 
more information on mutual problems 
and to correct statements that breed 
antagonisms and create tensions bas- 
ed on bias. 

The “Food and People” program, 
however, is particularly significant 
now as every Canadian community 
enters a new season of planting 
seeds, cultivating plants, and produc- 
ing another year’s supply of that 
vital stuff called food. 

Since earliest pioneers penetrated 
the forests, rivers and prairies of 
North America, food has been a maj- 
or consideration for survival. Our

First In Military History 


Colonel Walter Ashfield Hands Over 
Command Of Regiment To Son - 


Retiring Colonel 


Colonel Walter Ashfield, 53,, veteran 
of two wars, retires from command 
of the 22nd Field Regiment, R.C.A., 
Grenfell, Sask, 

The retiring commander of the 
22nd Field Regiment, R.C.A., Gren- 
fell, Col. Walter Ashfield, was born 
in Hampstead, a suburb of London, 
on Noy. 10, 1896. He was the young- 
est of a family of five, three girls 
and two boys. His father was a de- 
tective-inspector at Scotland Yard. 

Educated at Beethoven high school, 
London, Walter Ashfield became a 
printer's apprentice on a_ weekly 
newspaper in London at the age of 
15. A year later he migrated to Can- 
fda and joined the staff of a weekly 
newspaper at Brandon, Man. 


In Brandon, that same year, the 


young printer made his first acquain-) 


tance with military life. He joined 
the 99th Manitoba Rangers, N.P.A.M. 
He donned the king’s uniform in 
September, 1913, and a year later, at 
the age of 17, he went on active ser- 


vice. The curtain had gone up on 
the First World War. 
In April, 1916, Private Ashfield 


Went overseas with the 79th Battalion 
and in June he was wearing the in- 
signia of the 85th Nova Scotia High- 
landers commanded by the late Col. 
J. L. Ralston, who was to become 
Canada's wartime minister of nation- 
al defence. 

Col, Ashfield remembers his old 
commander with affection. He recalls 
the day Col. Ralston went out to 
search for a missing Officer, Lt, Cyril 
Evans of Winnipeg, and brought him 


back to the unit. For rescuing the | 
wounded officer, Col. Ralston was 
recommended for the Victoria Cross. 
The recommendation went through 


brigade and division and was turned 
down by the corps commander who 
said curtly that a commander should 
not jeopardize his command by leav- 
ing it. 

One of Col. Ashfield's cherished 
possessions is a personal letter from 
Col, Ralston written in the field and 


addressed to Pte. W. Ashfield who 
was in hospital recovering from 
wounds received at. Oppy Woods in 
July, 1918. 


The letter began:

At a handing over ceremony 
in the grounds of the Grenfell 
Armory, Col. Walter Ashfteld, 
53, transferred command of the 
22nd Field Regiment, R.C.A., to 
his son, Lt.-Col. C. A. Ashfield, 
29, and completed a militar 
career that has spanned 36 
years of active and reserve ser- 
vice with the Canadian Army. 

It was perhaps the first time 
in Canadian military history 
that the command of an army 
unit passed from father to son 
in direct succession. 


Present to watch the colonel’s 
leave taking of his regiment were 
Brig. H. E. Murray, D.S.O., E.D., 
commander of the 6th Canadian Ar- 
mored Division, Regina, and Maj. R. 
M. Campbell, representing the Sask-

In 1921 he became owns] 
er, publisher and editor of the Gren- 
fell Sun, 

In Grenfell, he assisted a local den- 
tist, Dr. C. D. Bricker, to form an in- 
fantry company. Col, Ashfield, then 
holding the rank of major, took com- 
mand of this company in 1934. It 
was known then as “D’ Company, 
Assiniboia Regiment. In 1937 it was 
converted to an artillery unit and be- 
came the 65 Field Battery of the 
22nd Field Brigade. 

With the outbreak of World War 
Two, Col. Ashfield mobilized the 65 
battery as the 65 Anti®™fank Battery 
but because of age regulations he 
was not permitted to take it over- 


seas. During the war he ran an ar- 
tillery training school for officers | 
and N.C.O.’s. He later became bri- 


gade major of the 40th Reserve Bri- | 
gade Group under Col. H. J. Quinn. | 

During the demobilization period 
he was second in command to Col. 
H. E. Murray, now Brig. Murray, at 
No. 12 District Depot, Regina. |
